Living  Accommodations.  All  buildings  are  airconditioned.  Available  rooms 
will  be  assigned  as  reservations  are  received.  Rooms  will  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy at  9:30  a.m.  on  the  registration  days.  Other  arrangements  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Housing  Office.  Residence  will  terminate  by  noon  on  the 
Saturday  following  the  last  day  of  a session.  Residents  are  required  to  furnish 
their  own  linens,  pillows,  and  blankets.  Meals  are  served  cafeteria  style  by  the 
College  Food  Service.  Board  includes  lunch  and  dinner  seven  days  a week, 
continental  breakfast  Monday  through  Friday.  Kitchenettes  in  the  residence 
halls  are  not  equipped  for  preparing  meals;  they  are  used  for  snacks,  etc. 

Student  Load.  The  maximum  load  is  9 semester  hours  during  the  eight-week 
session  and  7 semester  hours  during  the  six-week  session.  Additional  hours 
may  be  earned  through  sessions  before  and  after  the  regular  summer  sessions. 
Students  may  take  courses  in  different  sessions  simultaneously. 

Admission.  Students  who  have  not  registered  previously  at  Avila  College  are 
admitted  by  a letter  from  their  parent  college  authorizing  summer  study,  or  by 
official  high  school  transcript  and  official  transcripts  of  all  previous  college 
credits.  Those  with  no  previous  college  credits  are  admitted  by  an  official 
high  school  transcript. 

All  credentials  must  be  sent  to  the  Director  of  Admissions  prior  to  the  opening 
date.  No  registration  can  be  made  until  the  above  credentials  are  on  file  at 
the  college,  For  additional  information,  write  or  telephone  to  the  Director  of 
Admissions  at  Avila  College. 

Tuition  Payments.  Payments  are  due  in  full  at  the  time  of  registration. 

Tuition  Adjustments  Students  who  officially  withdraw  (withdrawal  forms  are 
available  in  the  Registrar's  Office)  before  one-third  of  a session  is  completed, 
will  receive  a refund  of  75  per  cent  of  tuition.  No  tuition  refund  will  be  made 
after  one-third  of  a session  has  been  completed.  Fees  are  not  refundable.
